L EUROPEAN 
STATES DISCUSSED 

Historical Club Considers 
Problems in Detail 

Czechb-Slovnkln and Hungary, the 
stories of their past and the problems 
of their present were discussed at la,st 
night's meeting of the Historical Cub 
at which C. I.. Copland and U. C. 
Tombs delivered papers and which 
was attended and nddrosscrl by Pro. 
fessor Ulehln of the Czoclvp-Sloynkliih 
university ot Ma.sa.rky and Louis 
Vacsek acting Koyal Consul-General 
for Hungary in Canada.. 

'The sword- and sabre, that is the 
emblem of the Hunirarlan". dec'ared 
J he Consul-General. "Fair Fight and 
"fierce ffelu without that there would 
be no Hungary to-day." He spoke of 
the Magyar coming into, the Hun- 
garian plain and dealt briefly with 
outstanding points in the history of 
his people- He maintained that Hun- 
zury did not desire the war. and that 
Hungary had lost reaily more by the 
war than elthor AUBtrU or Germany, 
for the age-old unity of Hungary h<id 
been destroyed while only until re- 
cently Germany and Austria had been 
no more than a croup of different 
states. 

Professos Ulchla toll of the destruc- 
tion of the ctiMiirc of the old Bohemian 
state and the los? of its rby.iity' q.nd 
its freedom: In regard to the present 
conditions in middle Europe he dis- 
agreed with the. Consul-General and 
showed how the Cznclio-Slovakian 
claims, -opposed those of the Huiigar- 
•ans dealing particularly with -Ihe 
sehooi -luestioi! in the adjacent bord- 
ers of the two states. Cr.eclio- Slovakia 
having lost it« royalty and noble e?«iss 
hundreds: of y oars ago Is democratic; 
Hungary in sentiment is a feudal state, 
with a passionate desire for ils tradi- 
tional royalty and a reverence for the 
holy erown of St- Stephen.. 

Stressed Point 

Tombs, who had been recently in 
central Europe brought out this latter 
rjon't atrong-'.y In his address lit which 
he explained the geographical condi- 
tions of the ancient Magyar k.lng- 
dom. and dealt w'lli its lony lilfitory 
from the inroads ot the Magyars 
through Hie g'or.ous days ol' the early 
monarchy the oppression of the Turk 
and 'ho influence of the Austrian, 
concluding with a discussion of Hie 
present condition ol the country. 

Copland reviewed the history of 
Bohemia and the republic of Czecho- 
slovakia dealing at length with ihu 
political situation of the (he eoiintiy, 
its industry, trade and economic 
. standing.

Stephenson the president, after we" • 
coming Professor Sugars ami the many 
graduâtes and guoFts In attendance, 
introduced the speaker of the eycnlng, 
.1. T. Stevens, of the Bank of Mont- 
real, who chose as h s subject, "Can- 
adian Hanking, Its Development, 
Principles and practice." 

Mr. Stevens slated that banking s a 
life study .and cannot, bn thoroughly 
dealt with in one address, but any 
effort is we'll worth while for hank ng 
plays an important pnirt in the com- 
merçai life of a country and a know- 
ledge., oÇ^ijUch ..is consequently advan- 
tageous to all. 

Tho speaker d'scusse'd the advan- 
tages of the intelligent use of the 
School of Commerce and the asset of 
clear think ng derived therefrom. 
Thirty four per cent of failures on 
this continent during IDiM were due to 
bus ncss incompetence, ho sa'd. He 
g.'iv«r a short historical 'sketch of 
banking history from the -first Vene- 
tian money lenders of the fourteenth 
century up to the. modern bank wh oh 
has event na'ly evolved from the old 
system,

The speaker cited the Maintes of 
the State of New York as giving the 
host doff nation of a. 'bank. From this 
descr'ptlon of banking the. conclusion 
is reached that Its main functions 
may be. broadly divided IVlo those of 
discount, deposit and Issue, ' "

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CO-EDUCATION AT McGILL 



■ Go-education hss been in force at McGill for many years 
Students of both sexes attend lectures together. They meet in the. 
social whirl, which we have here-, as at other universities. Together 
they participate in that life which fioes to make up a great in 
stitution of learning. 

And yet on analysis and comparison with other universities 
our co-educational system does not seem complete. We are quite 
willing to have the women students with us in the lecture halls 
and on the ball room floor. Why should they not join us in our 
•other activities, which of themselves constitute a vital part of the 
university:- Why should they have their own debating society 
and we oui own? Why should they not do more complete work 
in college journalism here, than merely record thé few meetings 
and events which take place at the Royal Victoria College? Why 
should they not come down to our Mock Parliaments — for women 
!havc the franchise in all freedom-loving countries— and in general 
take a part in all the college efforts together with the men student*. 
That would be real co-education, embracing all aspects of univer- 
sity life. 

As things stand a; present the women have their own socie- 
ties. They carry on with their Delta Sigma, their Music Club and 
Jlheir Société Française not io mention a host of other organisations 
of great significance at the R.Y.C. Would noi. for example a 
merger of the two societies last named, with the similar clubs con- 
ducted by the men be beneficial? We think it would. 

.„ There arc some who would claim that the clubs would de- 
generate as a result of such a union into mete organisations of a 
social nature. This would not be so if the members would keep 
in mind the original purposes of the clubs. At other universities 
the men «tnd women students carry on such activities in a splendid 
manner: It should be equally possible at McGill and in the case 
of one or two of our serious clubs here it has been put into prac- 
tise most successfully. 

These ideas may seem revolutionary to some students. They 
probably are.. But we must remember that it was not so long 
fego that women were not to be found at all within college walls. 

The subject is one certainly worthy of discussion, and we 
throw the idea out in the hope that our correspondence column 
will be filled with letters not only from trie men students but also 
from the women. As a matter of fact we leel that the R. V. G. 
docs not use that column often enough'
